HIT DOWN ON TEED IRON SHOTS 


Most pros tee the ball when they play iron shots from 
Some amateur golfers seem to think 
it’s "smart" to toss. the ball onto the ground and hit the 
shot without a tee. This only decreases your odds of 


hitting a solid shot. 


I think you will be much better off if you hit these 
teed iron shots just as you would if the ball were in the 
fairway. That is, hit down on the ball, contacting it 
first before you take your divot Gee illustration). A firm 
downward blow into the ball will help you preservethe: 
firm left side and firm left wrist you need for.good con-- 
trol on these shots which emphasize direction rather than 
maximum distance. :
